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PREFACE 

" Education is the generation of power." 

— Pestalozzi. 

The aim of The New Sloan Eeaders is to give the child in the 
most direct way and in the shortest time the independent power to 
read. 

Words are treated first as wholes, without regard to their ele- 
ments. This must be the first step. To continue it through a 
whole book, however, with no S3'stematic plan or suitable material 
for teaching phonetic elements, involves unnecessary waste of the 
child's time and effort. So the word method must be supplemented 
by another method that will more directly and more quickly develop 
the desired power. 

Phonetics is the technique of reading, as essential to the art of 
reading as is the technique of music to the art of music. Through 
phonetics is developed most easily the independent power to master 
new words, the first essential to progress in reading. 

The method on which The New Sloan Readers are based is the 
thorough presentation of the simple phonetic elements — phonics 
reduced to their lowest terms. Phonetics are not added or suggested 
as separate exercises, or presented incidentally, but are woven in a 
simple, natural manner into every sentence. By simply reading 
his book the child cannot fail to receive the benefit of a definite, 
systematic course in phonetics. 

One new step only is taken in each lesson. The object of the 
lesson is made so clear that no teacher can be in doubt regarding it. 
The new element presented is emphasized so strongly, in different 
forms, that it is unconsciously but indelibly impressed on the child's

mind. The new words in each lesson, almost without exception, all 
contain the same phonetic principle ; therefore, no matter how many 
new words there may be, the child has but the one thing to learn. 
The constant but varied repetition keeps the child's attention 
steadily directed to it, until he learns it thoroughly. Thus he 
advances step by step. Frequent reviews then clinch the progress 
thus made. The method is simple, definite, and thorough. 

The subject matter used is suggested by the child's interest, and 
connected with his daily life and experience. No words or parts of 
words are used for the sake of sound alone ; each word is familiar to 
the child in his spoken vocabulary. The necessary technical drill 
is provided through the charm of story rhyme and play. 

The ever-growing independent power that the child obtains from 
this method is a constant stimulus to self-activity. The exercise of 
it gives him pleasure. At the close of the first year's work, he is 
able to read independently and intelligently any material whose 
thought is not beyond his comprehension. 



THE PRIMER 

It is a fact with which all primary teachers are familiar that the 
child when allowed to choose his reading lesson eagerly selects 
something in rhyme. Therefore many of the lessons in the Primer 
are so arranged. 

The first group of lessons is based on well-known Mother Goose 
characters. These lessons purpose to give a happy introduction, to 
create a desire to learn to read, and to serve as the medium through 
which to teach words that are especially needed. 

The second group is written about children's pets and playthings, 
birds, flowers, and other equally familiar subjects. At regular inter- 
vals there are definite, simple, and attractive drills for ear training 
and for teaching the association of certain sounds with their corre- 
sponding letters. 

The reading vocabulary and the knowledge of phonics thus 
acquired prepare the child for the second part of the book. There 
phonics are so applied that, after the preliminary drills provided 
on each new sound, every lesson, though containing many new 
words, is easily mastered. 

Instructions to teachers are to be found in a separate manual.
